New Delhi* the 3rd October. 1981 

G.S.K. 549(E)*—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 5, read with sub-section (1) of section 7 of the Em- 
ployees’ Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 
1952 (19 of 1952), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Scheme further to amend the Employees’ Pro¬ 
vident Funds Scheme, 1952, namely :— 

1 (1) This scheme may be colled the Employees' Provi¬ 
dent Funds (Fifth Amendment) Scheme, 1981. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication 
in the Oillcial Gazette. 

2. In the Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme, 1952, 

(1) for the existing paragraph 68B, the following paragraph 
shall be substituted :— 

U 68B Advance from the Fund for the purchase of a 
dwelling house/flat or for the construction of a 
dwelling house including the acquisition of a suit¬ 
able site for the purpose ; 

(1) The Commissioner, or where so authorised by the Com¬ 
missioner, any officer subordinate to him, may on an appli¬ 
cation from a member in such form as may be presen bed 
and subject to the conditions prescribed in this paragraph 
sanction from the amount standing to the credit of the 
member in the Fund, an advance— 

(a) for purchasing a dwelling houselilat* including a Hat 

in a building owned jointly with others (out-right or 
on hire purchase basis), or for constructing dwelling 
house including the acquisition of a suitable site for 
the purpose from the Central Government* the State 
Government, a cooperative society, an institution, a 
trust, a local body or a Housing Finance Corpora¬ 
tion (hereinafter referred to as the agency|agencies); 

OR 

(b) for purchasing a dwelling site for the purpose of 

construction of a dwelling house or a ready-built 
dwelling houselilat from any individual provided 
the said housc|flat to be purchased ii new and un¬ 
lived one; 
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OR 

(c) for the' construction of a dwelling house on a site 
owned by the member or the spouse of the member 
or jointly by the member and the spouse. Or for 
compIetmg|continuing the construction of a dwelling 
house already commenced by the member or the 
spouse, on such site. 

Explanation 1; In this paragraph, the expansion, ‘coopera¬ 
tive society’ means a society registered or deemed to be 
registcicd under the Cooprative Societies Act, 1912 (2 of 
1912) or under any other law for the time being in force in 
any State relating' to co-operative societies. 

Explanation 2 : Tn this paragraph, the fact of a new and 
unlived in hpuselflat shall be determined with reference to 
the certificate^ relating to the number .and date of approval 
of the building plan, the date of commencement and comple¬ 
tion of the house|flat, and the tax bills and receipts issued by 
the appropriate authorities, and wherever necessary, by 
neighbourhood enquired. 

(2) The amount of advance shall not exceed the member's 
basic wages and dearness allowance for twenty four months 
or the member’s own share of contributions, together with 
that amount of the employer’s share of contributions admissible 
under sub-paragraph (3) of paragraph 69, had the member 
been allowed to withdraw his accumulations on the date of 
authorisation of payment wiih interest thereon or tho actual 
cost towards the acquisition of the dwelling site or the pur¬ 
chase of the dwelling house|flat or the construction of the 
dwelling house, whichever is the least. 

(3) fa) No advance under this paragraph shall be granted 
unless : 

(i) the member has completed five years’ membership of 
the Fund ; 

, (ii) th c member’s own shaic of contributions with interest 
thereon in thc amount standing to his credit in the 
Fund is not less than one thousand rupees ; 

(iii) the dwelling site Or the dwelling house[flal or the 
house under construction is free from encumbrances: 

Provided that where a dwelling site or a dwelling house! 
flat is mortgaged to any of the agencies, referred to in 
clause (a) of sub-paragraph (1), solely for having obtained 
funds for the purchase of a dwelling house'llat or tor tho 
construction of a dwelling house including thc requisition of 
a suitable site for the purpose, such a dwelling site or a 
dwelling house|llat as the case may be shall not be deemed 
to be an encumbered property: 

Provided further that a land acquired on a perpetual lease 
or on lease for a period of not less than 30 years for cons- 
trudflg a dwelling house [flat, or a house|fiat built on such 
a leased land, shall also not be deemed to bo an encumbered 
property. 

Provided also that where the site of thc dwelling house] 
flat is held in the name of any agency, referred to in clause 
(a) of sub-paragraph (1) and thc allottee is precluded from 
transferring or otherwise disposing of, the house [flat, without 
the prior approval of such agency, the more fact that thc 
allottee does not hav e absolute right of ownership of the 
houefeflat and the site is held in the name of the agency, shall 
Pot be a bar to the giving of an advance under clause fa) 
of sub-paragraph (1), if the other conditions mentioned in 
this paragraph arc satisfied. 

(b) No advance shall bo granted for purchasing a share 
in a joint property or for^ constructing a house on a site 
oWhed jointly except on a site owned jointly with thc spouse. 

(4) Subject to thc limitation prescribed in sub-paragraph 

( 2 )— 

(a) where the advance is for the purchase of a dwelling 
house|flat or a dwelling site from an agency 
referred to in clause (a) of sub-paragraph (1), thc 
payment of advance shall not be made to the 
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member but shall be made direct to thc agency in 
one or more instruments, as may be authorised by 
the member ; 

(b) where the advance is for tho construction of a 
dwelling house, it may be sanctioned in such num¬ 
ber of instalments a s the Commissioner or where 
so authorised by the Commissioner, any officer, sub¬ 
ordinate to him, thinks fit 

tc) where the advance is for the acquisition of a dwel¬ 
ling site for the purpose of construction of a dwel- 
ing house thereon from any individual or any 
agency, the amount shall be paid in not less than 
two equal instalments, the first instalment at the time 
of the acquisition of the dwelling site and he remain¬ 
ing at his request at the time of the construction of a 
dwelling house on such dwelling aite. 

(5) Where an advance is sanctioned for the construction of 
a dwelling house, the construction shall commence within six 
months of the withdrawal of the first instalment and shall 
be completed within twelve months of the withdrawal of the 
final instalments. Where the advance is sanctioned for the 
purchase of a dwelling house|fiat or for the acquisition of 
a dwelling site, the purchase or acquisition, as the case may 
be, shall b c completed within six months cf thc withdrawal 
of the amount : 

Provided that this provision shall not be applicable in case 
of purchase of a dwelling house|flat or hire-purchase basis 
and in cases where a dwelling site is to be acquired or houses 
are to he constructed by a cooperative society on behalf of 
its members with a view to their allotment to the members. 

(6) Except in the cases specified in sub-paragraph (7), no 
further advance shall be admissible to a member under this 
paragraph. 

(7) An additional advance uplo six months’ basic wages 
and dcainess allowance or the member’s own share of contri¬ 
butions with interest thereon, in the amount standing to his 
credit in thc Fund, whichever is less, may bc granted once 
and in one instalment only, for additions, substantial alterna¬ 
tions or improvements necessary to the dwelling house owned 
by thc member or by the spouse or jointly by the member 
and the spouse : 

Provided that the advance shall be admissible only after 
a period of five years from the date of completion of thc 
dwelling house 

(8) Th e member shall produce the title deed and such 
3ther documents as may he required for inspection which shall 
be returned to the member after thc grant of advance. 

(9) (a) Tf thc advance granted under this paragraph exceeds 
thc amount actually spent for thc purpose for which it was 
sanctioned, the excess amount shall be refunded by the mem¬ 
ber to the Fund in one lump sum within thirty days of the 
finalisation of the purchase, or the completion of the cons¬ 
truction of, or necessary additions, alterations or improve¬ 
ments to a dwelling house, as tho cue may be. The amount 
so refunded shall be credited to thc employers share of 
contributions in the member’s account in thc Fund to the 
extent of advance granted out of the said share and the 
balance, \t my. shall be credited to the member’s share 
of contributions in his account. 

(b) In the event of the member not having been allotted a 
dwelling sitc|dwelling house|flat, or in the event of the can¬ 
cellation of an allotment made to the member and of the 
refund of the amount by the agency, referred to in clause fa) 
of sub-paragraph (T ) or in the event of the member not being 
able to acquire the dwelling site or to purchase thc dwelling 
hoLise|flat from any individual or to construct the dwelling 
house, the member shall be liable to refund t 0 the Fund in 
one lump mm and in such manner as may be specified by 
the Commissioner, or where so authorised by the Commis¬ 
sioner, any officer subordinate to him, the amount of advance 
remitted under this paragraph to him or, as the case may be, 
to the agency referred to in clause fa) of sub-paragraph (1). 
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The amount so refunded shall be credited to the employees 
share of contributions in the member’s account in the Fund, 
to the extent of advance granted out of the said share, and 
the balance if anv shall be credited to the member’s own 
xhare of contributions in his account 


(10) If the Commissioner, or where so authorised by the 
Commissioner, any officer suboidinate to him is satisfied that 
the advance granted under this paragraph has been utilised 
for a purpose other than that for which it was gianted or 
that the member refused to accept an allotment or to acquire 
a dwelling site or that the conditions of advances have not 
been fulfilled or that there is reasonable appiehcnsion that 
they will not be fulfilled wholly or partly; or that the excess 
amount will not be refunded in terms of clause (a) of sub¬ 
paragraph (9) or that the amount remitted back to (he mem¬ 
ber by any agency referred to in clause (a) of sub-paragraph 

(1), will not be refunded m terms of clause (b) of sub-para¬ 
graph (9), the Commissioner, or where so authorised by the 
Commissioner, any officer subordinate to him, shall forthwith 
take steps to recover the amount due with penal interest 
thereon at the rate of two per cent per annum from the wages 
of the mem her in such number of instalments as the Com¬ 
missioner, or whc.e so iiuthoiiscd by th? Commissioner, any 
officer subordinate to him, may detciminc. For the purpose 
of such ucovuy the Commi'sioner or where so authorised 
by the Commissioner, any officer suboidinate to him may 
direct the employer lo deduct such instalment from the wage? 
of the member and on icceipt of such diieclion, the employer 
shall deduct accordingly. The amount so deducted, shall be 
remitted by the employer to the Commissioner, or where so 
authorised by the Commissioner, any officer subordinate to 
him within such time and in such manner n s may be spe¬ 
cified in the direction. The amount so refunded, excluding the 
penal interest, shall be credited to the employer’s share of 
contributions in the member’s amount in the Fund to the 
extent of advance granted out of the said share and the 
balance if any shall be credited to the member’s own share of 
contributions in his account. The amount of penal interest 
shall however, be credited to the Interest Suspense Account, 


(11) Where any advance granted under this paragraph has 
been misused by the member, no further advance shall be 
granted to him under this paragraph within a period of three 
years from the date of grant of the said advance or till the 
full tccovcry of the amount of the said advance, with penal 
interest thereon, whichever is latter.’* 

(2) The existing paragraph 68-C shall be deleted; 

(3) foi I he existing paragraph 68-D, the following para- 
giapli shall be substituted ;— 

“68-D—Advance from the Fund to be non-iefundable : 
Except as otherwise provided the advances given 
under paragraph 68B and 68BB shall be non- 
lefundable"; 

(4) for the existing paragraph 68-E, the following paragraph 
shall be substituted :— 

“68-E.—Computation of period of membership : Tn com¬ 
puting the period of membership of the Fund of a member 
under paragraphs 68B, 68BB and 68K, hi fi total service ex¬ 
clusive of periods of breaks under the same employer or 
factory]establishmenl before this scheme applied to him, as 
well as the periods of his membership, whether of the Fund 
or of private provident fund of exempted factories|establish- 
ments or as an employee exempted under paragraph 27 or 
27A as the case may be, immediately preceding the current 
membership of the Fund, shall be included : 

Piovided that the member has not severed his membership 
Fj vviihdrawal of his pi evident fund dining such period"; 

(5) The existing paragraphs 68F to 68GG shall be deleted.
